We have been ready 
and willing to take hold—anxious to do so— 
but had no courtrooms to sit in. I held 
court in Judge Ed@munds’ room this sum. 
mer during time that would have ordinarily 
been devoted to vacation and disposed of a 
mumber of cases. Since then I have had 
to adjourn from time to time in order to 
keep the court alive. 

“The new Circuit Court judges have been 
sitting wherever they could find a vacant 
room for a few hours or a whole day, but 
the dockets of all courts are badly congest- 
ed and relief should have been afforded 
months ago, since it consisted only of 
providing court-rooms. 

“The bill which passed the Council and 
was laid over by the House is now dead 
and the whole thing will have to be done 
over again.

ROCKFORD’S MESSIAH. 


Charges of Hyprotism Will Be a Feat-

* ROCKFORD, It., Oct. 21.—George Jacob

He desires 
to get carload rates on less than carload 
lots made up of smaller shipments, and flll- 
ing a car, say once’a week, or oftener, to 
be sent to Mexico. ;

How a Big Wiggler Nearly Caused @ 
Water Famine. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Persons occupy!ng 
offices in the building at No. 66 Park place 
suffered from a water famine on Friday. 
There is a large tank on the top floor, from 
which the tenants get their supply of wa- 
ter. The water is pumped up there from the 
main by means of an engine. 

The offices were opened as usual the next 
day, but there was no water in the tank. 
Complaints from the tenants came thick 
and fast. ; 

A plumber was sent for, but he could find 
nothing wrong. Then it was decided that 
the only place where the trouble could be 
was where the supply pipe connected with 
the water main in the street. A gang of 
men was get to work to dig up the street. 
Meanwhile the tenants were running around 
with buckets, borrowing water. After con- 
siderable digging the connection was found, 
and the connecting pipe was removed from 
the main. 

Right in the juncture’a dark, slimy-look- 
ing object was coiled. An effort was made 
-to dislodge this, but it stuck fast. One of 
the men procured a big carving knife and 
cut into the object. After a few moments 
of wriggling one-half of a‘ larga eel sud- 
denly shot — view, the other section 
having gone into the main. To prevent the 
remaining half of the eel from getting 
lodged in another connection that section of 
the main was flushed, and the remaining 
portion of the eel was forced out through 
a hydrant. The eel, when entire, had been 
about four feet long.

A Fractured Skull, Not Asphyxiation, 
Caused Thos.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


San Francisco Leading for the Repub- 
ty licah Meeting. 


NEW “YORK, Oct. 21.—The Morning Ad- 
vertiser ays that San Francisco is making 
a determined effort to induce the members 


of the Republican National Committee to 
select that city.as the site of the next na- 
tional cenvention. It is possible that if 
Senator Matt 8. soon puts his cus- 
tomary power to. wo the scene may shift 
towards Pittsburg. Chairman Joseph Manly 
of thé Republican Executive Committee is 
so sure that San Francisco will finally be 
chosen that he is already on his way there 
to make thé reliminary arrangements. 
Meantime Gen. J. S. Clarkson of Iowa, Sam 
Fessenden of Connecticut, Garrett A. Ho- 
part of New Jerséy, are aiding California 
advocates. Secretary William M. Hahn, the 
personal representative here of Wm. Mc- 
Kinley, has been inclined, for the sake of 
State pride, to vote for either Cleveland or 
CiAcinnati, but he is now said to have been 
practicaly won over to the Pacific Slope 
side. 

National Committeeman Wm. J. Campbell 
of Illindis dé6es not seém inclined to make 
as stout a fight for Chicago as he has in 
previous years, Personally he wants the 
convention. there again. There is opposition 
to the scheme right in his own city, how- 
ever. If a city in this State were to be 
chosen, lt+s ergued New York should be se- 
lected. * There appears to be no serious 
demand from here. The visiting national 
committeemen have been astonished to 
find such indifference to any plan to bring 
the convention to the Empire City. They 
have sounded ex-Senator Platt, Miller, Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss and other leaders, and re- 
port that they did not seem inclined to make 
any contest for the place. 

Gen. Clarkson said to a Morning Ad- 
vertiser reporter: 

“While nothing has been absolutely set-- 
tled, it looks to me as if San Francisco is 
heading the list. San Francisco offers splen- 
did inducements. She has excellent hotel 
accommodations and her Exposition Hall 
or opera house will be large enough for 
the convention itself. The city can easily 
accommodate 100,000 guests. She has dem- 
onstrated that fact by the admirable way 
in which she handled the Masonic and other 
big conclaves.” 

Chairman Carter of the National Commit- 
tee said that he must admit that the demand 
from San Francisco was an exceedingly al- 
luring one. When Senator Quay arrives 
from Washington he will be accompanied 
by National Committeeman David Mar- 
tin. Both Quay and Martin will no doubt 
._put up a still fight for Pittsburg. But it is 
doubtful if they will cry much should the 
convention go further West. Chairman 
Carter said he might issue the call for 
the committee meeting at Washington to- 
day (Monday). 


YOUNG MACKAY’S DEATH. 


Details of the Accident as Related by 
Princess Colonna. 


PARIS, Oct. 21.—The exact details of the 
deplorable death of John W. Mackay, ZJr., 


as furnished to his sister, the Princess Col- 
onna, are as follows: 

Young Mackay was taking lunch on Fri- 
day evening with two friends, Messrs. 
Lynch and Digby, when steeplechase 
match was proposed. Somebody suggested 
that a gallop might be unwise immediately 
after eating, but the sugestion was over- 
ruled and the horses were brought out. 

One of them was a half broken colt be- 
longing to.the stables of the chateau which 
Mackay had rented. Mr. Mackay mounted 
this one himself, rather against the pro- 
tests of his friends, and they started off 
around a circular course. The colt was 
fractious and Mr. Mackay’s companions 
easily distanced him, 

On the second round they noticed that 
Mackay looked rather flushed as they pass- 
ed him. On the third round they found him 
lying on the ground. He was carried to the 
house and a doctor summoned. 

The physician on his arrival two hours 
later, first bound up the injured head. On 
further examination he found a leg broken 
and knee cap fractured. 

During the examination the sufferer look- 
ed up and smiled. The doctor said: “If I 
had seen this first I need have done nothing 
for the other wound. He is paralyzed from 
the waist downwards and feels no pain. 
Even could he survive he would be a help- 
less cripple for life.’’ 

Mrs. Mackay, his mother, went into the 
country on Friday to make a tour through 
Normandy with her friend Lady Mary 
Lloyd of ndon. Telegrams could not find 
her until morning. Mrs. Mackay and her 
children ‘have been living at the hotel, but 
the body has been taken to her house in 
Rue De Tilsit, which has been closed since 
Mrs. Mackay took a residence in London.

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The Burden Is as Two to One in Favor 
of Employers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 21—Commis- 
sioner of Labor Carroll D. Wright, in his 
tenth annual report, computes that the 
loss to employes in establishments in which 
lockouts and strikes occurred during the 
thirteen and a half years ending June 20, 


1894, amounted to $190,493,382 and to employ- 
ers to $94,825,837. The loss to employes on 
account of strikes was $163,807,866 d on 
account of lockouts, $26,685,516; to employ- [| 
ers on account of strikes, $82,590,386, and on 
account of lockouts, $12,235,45 

The-number of establishments involved in 
strikes in this period was 69,167, and the 
number of persons thrown out of employ- 
ment by reason of strikes, 3,714,406, making 
an average loss to the employes ef each es- 
tablishment of $2,368 and to each n of 

The number of establishments involved 
in lockouts was 6,067, and the number 0 
rsons locked out 366,690. These persons 
ost an average-of $75 each. The assistance 
given to strikers and the subjects of lock- 
outs during the period amounted,.as far 
as ascertainable, to ' or a little 
over 7 per cent of the total loss to em- 
ployes. 

One of the most important tables given 
is that relating to the causes of strikes. 
This statement shows that more than 4 
fourth of them were caused by a refusal to 
acccede to a demand for increase of W ’ 
over 13 per cent for a refusal to concede @ 
reduction of hours, and more than 8 per 
cent by the determination of employers Re 
reduce wages. Three thousand, six hundr 
and twenty, or almost 8 per cent of the 
strikes were caused by sympathetic ac~- 
tion with other strikes, and 168 were 
caused by the employment of non-union 
men. The industries most affected by 
strikes in the st seven and a half pears 
were the building trades, with 20,78 estab- 
lishments involved. After these in the order 
of importance came coal and coke, cloth- 
ing, tobacco, food preparations, stone quar~ 
rying, etc. 

Fifty-nine per cent of the establishments 
engaged in strikes were closed on an aver- 
age of twenty-two days, and 64 per cent 
of those engaged in lockouts for an aver- 
age of thirty- ve da a, the lose of sume = 
other cases being only temporary.

Success was gained by the employes in 
over 43 per cent of the strikes; partial suc- 
cess in over 10 per cent, while the remain- 
ing 47 per cent were failures. Over 48 per 
cent of the lockouts succeeded completely, 
and over 10 per cent partially. The others 
were failures . In the successful strikes 
669,992 persons were thrown out of émploy- 
ment, 318,801 in those partially successful 
and 1,400,988 in those which failed. Of the 
total number of persons thrown out of em- 
ployment by the strikes in the entire period 
of thirteen and a half years, 8.78 _ cent 
were females and by lockouts 22.53. 

In the seven and a half years especially 
covered by the present report, sixty-nine 
per cent of all the strikes and 76 per cent of 
all the lockouts of the seven and a half 
year period treated of occurred in the five. 
States of Illinois, New York, Penhsylvania, 
Ohio and Massachusetts, Illinois taking the 
lead of all the States of the Union. 


TOO MUCH DYNAMITE. 


Bank Robbersln Montana Foiled ina 
Big Job. 


BUTTE, Mont., Oct. 21.—Thomas Ham- 
merle and E. Il. Kunkle, watchmen at 
Hoge, Daly & Co.’s bank at Anaconda, 
were awakened by a noise coming from the 
vault. Just as they got outside the build- 
ing there was a terrific explosion, which 
ripped out the front of the iron vault, 
shattered the plate glass front of the 
building and scattered books and papers 
all over the street. The cash department 
of the vault remained intact. In an instant 
the bank was surrounded by police and 
citizens. One of the robbers, A. L. Firpo, 
a young mechanic of Anaconda, was cap- 
tured on the roof. On his confession Will 
H. Darling, a blacksmith, was 
and the police are hunting a third party. 

The men had worked for hours on the 
roof of the bank, a one-story building, 
and had made a hole large enough for a 
man to enter through the roof and three 
feet of brick work into the vault. They 
had $6,000 in silver within easy reach, but 
they wanted to get into another portion 
of the vault where they knew about $100,- 
000 in gold and currency was stored. 

Through inexperience they used 
much dynamite and were captured. 

Darling ran across the roofs of several 
bulldings and dropped twenty feet through 
a agg into a vacant building, breaking 
two ribs.
